FOLLOWING ITEMS: 

1. OAKLEY GENERATING STATION (09-AFC-04C). Proposed order approving the 
project owner's Facility Closure Plan and Request for License Termination for Oakley 
Generating Station (OGS). Limited construction activities, which occurred in June 2011, 
include installation of an 11x 15.5 foot fire pump concrete foundation, approximately 20 
acres of ground clearance and grading, creation of bio-swales, and construction of a 
storm water detention basin. Project construction was suspended in September 2011. 
Permanent closure of OGS would have no effect on environmental quality, and public 
health and safety, and would comply with applicable laws, ordinances, regulations and 
standards.
